Claims 1,4-9 and 13-15 are pending as amended 8/18/06 


Drawings 

The replacement drawing of Figure 8 were received on 8/1 8/06. This drawing is 
acceptable. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

1. Claims 1 and 6-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated bv FR 2 
803 534. 

Please note that applicant has not submitted an English translation of this French 
reference. Rejection is based on the best assessment of the reference based on the 
drawings and the Examiner's limited knowledge of French. 

The reference teaches a filter assembly having two "L" shaped housing members 
connectable together in head to tail fashion - see figure 2-5. The head portion of the 
members (3,10) form a collection chamber with inlets and outlets (2,1 1 and along 5A, 
etc), and wall portions (5,7) extending from the head portion (one wall with the head 
form the L shape); assembly of the two members together forms a plurality of recesses 
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(12) which hold the filter cassettes (13). The reference filter functions as intended by 
the claims language of claims 6-8. 

The language "adapted to" repeated at several places in the claims would be 
only functional, and may not further limit the claims. Phrases such as "slidably receive" 
and "edge-wise" are repeated in at least claim 1, which create redundancy. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 4.5 and 13-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over FR'534. 

With respect to claims 13-15, the claims only recite multiple identical units 
"connectable thereto to or "engagable", with out reciting any particular structure. 
The reference filter is capable of such function, even if the reference does not recite that 
multiple units are linked together. 

Claims 4 and 5 recite using springs to mechanically assemble and separate the 
housing members/filter. Whether the reference teach this or not, such mechanism are 
known in the art, and would be within the capability of one of ordinary skill to design 
such mechanisms. Applicant has not recited any specific, unobvious mechanism that 
renders the claim patentable. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to the pending claims have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
